Lectures  commence  at  10  a.m.,  Monday,  July  5th. 

Fees  are  payable  between  10  a.m.  and  1 p.m.  at  the 
Bursar’s  Office  and  are  paid  on  or  before  July  8th. 
Tuition  fees  for  this  Summer  Session  are  $26.00  per 
subject.  Each  student  is  required  to  pay  a fee  of  $1.00 
to  assist  with  social  and  athletic  activities  promoted  by 
the  Teachers’  Course  Association. 

Students  who  have  not  taken  correspondence  instruc- 
tion during  the  winter  will  be  allowed  to  enrol  in  only 
one  subject.  Neither  History  nor  Botany  may  be  taken 
in  the  Summer  Session  without  previous  instruction  by 
correspondence. 

Books  from  the  Library  in  the  Extension  Office  may 
be  borrowed  for  a period  of  three  days,  after  which  time 
a penalty  of  20  cents  a day  will  be  imposed. 

Applications  for  rooms  in  the  University  residences 
should  be  made  early.  Falconer  House,  Whitney  Hall, 
and  St.  Hilda’s  College  are  specially  reserved  for  women 
in  the  Teachers’  Course. 

Applications  for  the  August  examinations  should  be 
handed  in  to  the  Extension  Office  on  or  before  July  8th. 
The  examinations  will  commence  on  or  about  August 
20th.  The  notice  which  will  be  sent  out  with  the  exam- 
ination forms  in  regard  to  the  refunding  of  examination 
fees  should  be  carefully  read. 

Students  should  make  inquiries  from  their  local 
Ticket  Agents  regarding  special  rates  for  those  attending 
the  Summer  Session.  The  Canadian  Passenger  Associa- 
tion has  made  arrangements  for  reduced  fares.
